Mat it please Your Excellency, 


We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, respectfully submit the following 
general Report of our proceedings during the year 1895. 

We have to record two changes in the constitution of our Commission since the date of 

of our last Report. The Provost of Trinity College, who was one of the oldest 
members of our Board, tendered the resignation of his Commissionership to Your 
Excellency, on the ground that his many public engagements would prevent him 
devoting a sufficient amount of his time to the service of our Commission. _ Your 
Excellency was pleased to accept the Provost’s resignation, with regret. Participating 
in this feeling, we desire to place on record our appreciation of what we owe to Dr. 

Salmon for the wisdom, courtesy, and tact displayed by him, to our great advantage, 
in the transaction of the business of the Commission. Your Excellency has been 
pleased to appoint the Right Honourable Mr. Justice Madden to fill the place vacated 
by the Provost. A second vacancy occurred by the resignation of Professor Dougherty, 
representing the Tyrone Protestant Board of Education, on his promotion to the office 
of Assistant Under Secretary to the Lord Lieutenant. The Rev. H. B. Wilson, D.D., 
Cookstown, has been elected by the Tyrone Protestant Board to succeed Professor 
Dougherty. 


The names of the persons constituting the present Board, together with the names 
of the Standing Committtee and of the Office Staff, are set out infra, Appendix A, 
Nos. I, II., HI., p. 8. 

We held Quarterly Meetings on January 9, April 4, July 3, and October 8, and a 
Special Meeting on August 26. A Table of Attendances is given infra, Appendix A, . 
No. IV., p. 9. At the Meeting held on January 9, being the first for the year we 
elected the Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy to be our Chairman, and the Provost ol 
Trinity College to be our Vice-Chairman for the year. At the same meeting we added 
the Rev. Dr. Edgar and the Rev. Dr. Maguire to the Standing Committee which, 
during the year, discharged the functions and transacted the business entrusted to it, 
as stated in our last Report. This Committee met twenty times, as shown in the 
Table infra. Appendix A, No. V., p. 9, which also gives the attendances of the 
members.

I. to IV., infra, pp. 10-15, we print our ™-- t 
Accounts of receipts and expenditure, which have been duly audited by the officer 
appointed for that purpose by the Local Government Board. Our total receipts from 
sources, during the year 1895, amounted to £8,415 15s. 6ti, as against £7,559 Os. 3d 
m 1894. Our expenditure, during the same period, was £7,693 15s. id., of^which

£4,037 14s, 11 d. was absorbed by charges connected with Estate management, and 
in payment of retiring annuities under Scheme 34. For directly Educational purposes, 
we distributed during the year a sum of £3,554 11s. 2 d. An increase of over £500 
in the amount of rents received, and the addition of moneys from the Learny Endow- 
ment, amounting to £317 55. 8 d., which were received by us for the first time in the 
year 1895, account mainly for the larger receipts of that year, as compared with 1894. 

In Tables III. and IV. we give summaries of our Estate management for ths year 
1894.

In our last Report, to which we beg to refer, we set out a list of the Schools which 
had been selected by the Ulster Local Boards of Education to share in these 
Endowments. We also mentioned that the subject of the appointment of an Inspector 
of these Schools, in pursuance of the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, was 
under the consideration of Your Excellency’s predecessor. On our recommendation, 
the Lord Lieutenant was pleased to appoint our Secretary, Mr. N. D. Murphy, to be the 
Inspector of the Schools in question. 

For sake of reference we reprint, infra, Appendix C, pa^e 16, the provisions of the 
Scheme relating to the conditions to be fulfilled by the selected Schools, in order to 
become qualified to receive a share of tbc Endowments of their respective Districts. 
Substantially, the Scheme requires that each School must be conducted under one of the 
Local Boards as an Intermediate School, in which instruction in Intermediate subjects 
is regularly given, during the year, to at least twenty pupils between the ages of 
twelve and nineteen years, of whom seven at least must, ill each year, pass the Inter- 
mediate Examinations in Latin, English, Greek or Erench or German, and two 
Mathematical subjects. 

By permission of Your Excellency, we print, in Appendix D infra, page 17, a 
general report which has been presented to us by our Secretary, embodying the 
results of his inspection, for the year ending August 1, 1895, of the Schools now under 
consideration, and containing, in tabular form, the statistics of each School, as to 
attendance of pupils, and efficiency as tested by the Intermediate Examinations. 

We adopt this Report as satisfactory evidence with regard to the fulfilment by the 
Schools of the required conditions. It appears that, of the ten Schools in question, only 
two failed to comply with the requirements of the Scheme. With regard to each 
of these, however, Mr. Murphy reports that only one necessary condition remained 
unsatisfied, and states that, in his opinion, the failure was due, in both cases, to 
temporary or accidental causes, and we therefore, under the discretion vested in us by 
the Scheme, dispensed with the fulfilment of the conditions referred to, by the Schools 
in question. 

We are now in a position to report upon the educational effect of the Scheme. The 
School of each Local Board has had the full period of three years allowed by the Scheme 
to prepare for its permanent educational work, and has completed the first scholastic 
year of that work. We are glad to report that the Schools have, so far, successfully 
carried out, on the whole, the purpose for which they were established. During the 
year, Intermediate Education was regularly afforded to 542 pupils. Nearly half of 
this number competed at the Intermediate Examinations in June, 1895, of whom two 
thirds passed. This proportion is appreciably higher than that of the total number of 
passes to presentations for all Irelana for the year 1895. 

Taken as a whole, the Schools are sufficiently supplied with competent teachers, 
and adequate equipment, for Intermediate Education in the ordinary subjects, but we 
cannot conclude this branch of our Report without noticing that paragraph of the 
Inspector’s Report, which comments on the want of satisfactory provision for the teaching 
of Experimental Science in the Schools. We entirely recognize the necessity to which 
Mr. Murphy has drawn attention, and we think that the adequate equipment of all 
Schools, for the teaching of Experimental and Natural Science, is nowadays as neces- 
sary as, and., in many cases, perhaps, more useful than, the fitting of the Schools 
for instruction in literary subjects alone. Mr. Murphy suggests that some of the 
moneys coming to the Local Boards of Education, out of the income of the Endowments, 
might be devoted to supplying this want. But the accounts of the Local Boards show 
that their income was only sufficient to meet current expenditure, to make some very 
necessary structural improvements and additions to the buildings, and, in the case of 
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four Local Boards, to put by a modest balance, which the ordinary requirements of the No fund* 
Schools, or a deficiency of income from the landed Endowments, may, at any time, avaUal,le - 
completely absorb. We have no reason to expect that, in the near future, the Local 
Boards will have such an increase of income, either from the Endowments in our hands, 
or by way of local aid. as will enable them to provide the costly equipment required : 
we possess no funds that can be devoted to such a purpose, and we cannot suggest any 
private source which could be drawn on. 

We therefore desire respectfully to represent to Your Excellency, that the Schools cu™ to public 
we are now dealing with have a fair claim to a grant of public money to meet an ex- D>onBy ' 
penditure which, in our opinion, is most necessary and most urgent. 

The Loccd Boards of Education. — In Appendix E, infra, pp, 18-35, we print the i*=«i Board*. 
Annual Reports of these Boards. 

Armagh District. — The Protestant Board report that Armagh Royal School was Armagh, 
efficiently maintained during the year. We are glad to note that they have established 
an Entrance Scholarship for Boarders, and we have no doubt that this advantage will 
attract pupils. 

The Armagh Roman Catholic Board give detailed information with respect to the 
management of St. Patrick’s College, Armagh. 

During the year, we divided £400 between the Local Boards. 

Cavan District. — The Cavan Protestant Board held nine meetings during the year. CaTaa * 
Finding themselves burdened with a large debt to their bankers in November, 1894, they 
set themselves to work, with commendable energy, to raise funds for the purpose of 
discharging their liability, and in July, 1895, they were enabled, out of the proceeds of 
a bazaar held by them, to reduce their debt by a sum of £204. We are glad to say 
they now have a credit balance at their banker’s. Although the number of pupils 
at Cavan Royal School is small, the School is efficiently maintained. 

The Cavan Roman Catholic Board report that the attendance at St. Patrick’s 
College, Cavan, has largely increased during the year : seventy pupils having been in 
attendance as against fifty-six in the previous year. 

During the year we divided between the Local Boards a sum of £438. 

Donegal District. — The Donegal Protestant Board announce that Raphoe Royal Dona^i. 
School is steadily attracting pupils, and that it promises to attain a high degree of 
efficiency. Some necessary sanitary improvements have been carried out, at consider- 
able expense. 

Although the candidate who successfully competed for a Free Place at St. Eunan’s 
Seminary did not afterwards comply with the necessary conditions for securing his 
Exhibition, the Donegal Roman Catholic Board rewarded six of the candidates, who 
came next in order of merit, with Free Education for one year. 

We were able to divide a sum only of £160 between the Local Boards during the year. 

Fermanagh District. — The Fermanagh Protestant Board reports that in January, Fernunigh. 
1894, Dr. Lindesay retired from the Headmastershipof Portora, and was succeeded by 
Dr. Biggs, who had previously held the office of Head Master in Erasmus Smith’s 
Grammar School, Galway. 

The Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board discharged their duties in ordinary course ; 
their report does not contain anything of note. 

We divided £900 between the Local Boards. 

Tyrone District— The Tyrone Protestant Board refer to the resignation of their 
representative, Professor Dougherty, and the appointment of Dr. Wilson as Com- 
missioner. They also announce the completion ot the extensive improvements 
■undertaken by xhe Board to render Dungannon Royal School suitable for the purposes 
of a high class Intermediate School. 

The Tyrone Roman Catholic Board have taken the important step of opening 
St. Patrick’s Academy' Dungannon, to girls. There is good reason to brieve that 
this move, which has met with success in Raphoe Royal School, will prove equ y 
satisfactory in the case of the Dungannon Academy. 

During the year we distributed £690 between the Local Boards. 
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Other Endowments vested in the Commissioners. 

Otrrrfort. Ccirysfort Royal School Endowments . — In addition to the two principal Schools, 
the three other Schools mentioned in Scheme No. 85, namely, Mucklagh, Aughrim, 
and Ballinaclash, have been placed in a position to share in the Endowments. They 
are all in connection with, and nnder the inspection of, the Commissioners of National 
Edncation : we believe them to be efficiently conducted. For the nine months ended 
September 30, 1895, the period to which the accounts are brought, a sum of 
.■£39 1 Is. 3 d. was spent on Sheeana and Macreddin Schools. Since the date mentioned 
a sum of £78 7s. 9 d. has been apportioned among all the Schools except Aughrim. 

Preston, Preston Endowments. The Preston Queen's Co. Endowment . — The Abbeyleix Local 

Abb^idx!' ’ School Authority has, with our sanction and authority, parried out very extensive 
014 alterations and improvements in premises which, as stated in our last report, they have 
acquired in the town of Abbeyleix for the purpose of an Intermediate School. Over 
£1,000 has been spent in building, of which £500 was contributed by us out of th6 
Endowment. A School was opened in part of the buildings in August, 1895. In 
December, 1895, the number of the pupils had reached twenty-five, and there are now 
thirty-three pupils in attendance. The School is a mixed one, consisting of Protestants 
and Roman Catholics. 

The Local Authority, under the power given them by Scheme, have appointed Mr. 
A. E. Carle ton, from Galway Grammar School, to be Headmaster, and they have also 
appointed two Assistant Masters. We believe that the School has a successful future 
before it. 

Up to the present, no Local School Authority has been established at Maryborough. 

We paid £200 to the Abbeyleix Local School Authority, out of the income of the 
Endowment. 


L«*my. The Leamy Endowments , Limerick . — The Protestant Local Board have opened a Day 

School for Girls, to which they have devoted the share of income which they received 
during the year. There are, at present, 45 pupils on the School Boll. The Roman 
Catholic Board have effected extensive improvements and repairs in the Leamy School 
Buildings, and have opened therein a Male National School which they i-eport as beincr 
in a most satisfactory condition. There are more than GOO boys on the School Boll. 
During the year we distributed a sum of £118 13s. 6a’. between the Local Boards. 

In July, 1895, at the request of the Local Boards, we sold out the Government Stock 
in which these Endowments were invested, and re-invested the proceeds in Irish Railway 
Debenture Stocks, the particulars whereof appear in our Balance Sheet. The effect 
has been to increase the income of these Endowments from £282 19s. 5d. to £313 6s. Id. 


and Diocesan 


Ths Endowments of Banagher Roycd School, and of the Diocesan Schools of 
Lcighlin and Ossory, Meath and Ardagh, and Tuam, Killala and Achonry . — 
These Endowments are now regulated by Scheme No. 90, which received Your 
Excellency's approval on January 28, 1896. The income of the Endowments is to be 
applied in the promotion of Intermediate Education in the localities affected by the 
Scheme, which are defined to be the King’s County, and the several Dioceses men- 
tioned. We are taking the necessary steps to put the Scheme in operation. 


The Endowments of Limerick Diocesan School.— Puri of Scheme No. 90, which 
originally dealt with these Endowments, was disapproved by the House of Commons 
on May 22, 1895, and a Supplemental Scheme dealing with the subiect is now before 
Your Excellency. 

The income of the Endowments, including the rent payable by the present tenant of 
the Schoolhouse, is regularly accumulating in our hands, without any expenditure or 
outgoings, since the year 1890,

excluding;, however, the Donegal Estate. We allowed an abatement of 15 per cent, to 
non-judicial tenants on the Cavan, Enniskillen, and Tyrone Estates, but we allowed no 
other general abatement. 

As we anticipated in our la§t Report, the rent collection for the year 1894 shows ReQt 
a falling off of £388 on the previous year. Except, however, in the case of our coUection - 
Tyrone Estate, which is at present the subject of our special consideration with a view 
to reducing the arrears thereon, we have no reason to be dissatisfied with the result of 
the rent collection for the year. The Rentals for the year 1895 have not yet come to abatement*, 
hand; we have authorized abatements on the Tyrone Estate of 15 per cent, to non- 189c ' 
judicial tenants. 

We again acknowledge the great assistance we have received from the several Estate 
Estates Committees in matters connected with Estate management. Committ 

The proceedings for the sale of the Donegal Estate to the occupying tenants, under Donegal 
the provisions of the Land Purchase Acts, have been almost completed. A large EstttB ' 
portion of the purchase-money has been invested in Railway Debenture Stock. 

The School Buildings vested in us are now in fair condition, and we are pleased to 
report that many of the repairs and improvements, to which we drew attention last 
year, have since been carried out. 

All which we have the honour to submit as our Report in the premises.

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APPENDIX C. 


Conditions to be fulfilled by “Qualified Schools.” 


Qualified The conditions to be fulfilled by a School in order that it shall be qualified to receive benefit from the Ulster 

Schools. Royal School Endowments, after the first three years mentioned in the Scheme, shall be as follows : — 

(of) The School shall be an Intermediate School conducted in accordance with the provisions of this 
Scheme, and shall be managed by the Local Board of the District in which it is situated, either directly 
or through a School Committee established, appointed, or recognised as prescribed in the Scheme. 

(b.) Instruction shall be regularly given in the School, throughout each School year for which a payment 
is made, in the following subjects at the least : — 

In a School for Boys— Latin ; Greek ; English ; French or German ; Ancient and Modem 
History ; Geography ; Arithmetic ; Algebra ; Geometry ; and Physical Science or Drawing. 

In a School for Girls — Latin; English; French or German; Ancient and Modern History; 
Geography ; Arithmetic ; Algebra or Geometry or Physical Science ; and Music or Drawing. 

In a School for Boys and Girls — Latin; Greek; English; French or German; Ancient and 
Modem History ; Geography ; Arithmetic ; Algebra ; Geometry ; and Drawing. 

(e.) The School, throughout each School year for which a payment is made, shall have regularly 
afforded Intermediate Education, in the subjects hereinafter specified at the least, to not less than 
twenty pupils, each of whom shall have made not less than one hundred attendances as a pupil at 
the School on different days in the School year, and not less than seven of those pupils shall, during 
the School year, have passed the Examinations of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland, in the 
following subjects at the least : — 

For Boys. — English ; Latin ; Greek or French or German ; and two Mathematical subjects, or one 
Mathematical subject ancl Drawing. 

For Girls. — English ; Latin ; French or German ; and two Mathematical subjects, or one Mathe- 
matical subject and Drawing or Music. 

In the Programme of the above-mentioned Examinations, Arithmetic, and any subject including Arithmetic* 
shall be regarded as a Mathematical subject. 

(d.) The date at which the School year shall terminate for the purposes of this Schedule shall be 
the first day of August in each year ; no attendance of any pupil shall be counted at more than one 
School in the same School year, and no pupil shall be counted who on the last day of the School year 
shall he less than twelve or more than nineteen years of age. 

(e.) The Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant shall satisfy himself by sufficient examination and 
inquiry, and shall report and certify that throughout each School year for wMch a payment is made, the 
buildings, appliances, and premises of the School have been sufficient and suitable for an efficient Inter- 
mediate School, and have been maintained in good order, that a competent staff for the efficient teacliing 
of the subjects specified in this Schedule has been employed in the School, and that Intermediate Educa- 
tion has been regularly afforded to the required number of pupils of the prescribed age, in the prescribed 
subjects at the least. 

Provided that in any case in which a School may be prevented, by any temporary or accidental cause, from 
fulfilling all the conditions aforesaid in any School year, the Commissioners may, for such year, dispense with 
the fulfilment of any one or more of the said conditions, upon being satisfied that the School is likely to fulfil 
the same in the next succeeding year, bub such a dispensation shall not he made for the same School for 
two consecutive years. 

- The Schools fulfilling the conditions specified in this Schedule, and none others, shall be qualified Schools 
for the purposes of this Scheme. 

. Note. — I n addition to the above conditions, two Free Places in each of the Schools mnst have been offered 
for competition by the Local Boards, pursuant to section 59 of the Scheme. 


APPENDIX D. 


Report of the Secretary as to the carrying out of the Inspection of Schools claiming to share 
in the Ulster Royal School Endowments. 


Between September 16 and the third of the present month I visited the several Schools {which have been 
established by the Local Boards to be Schools qualified under the Scheme to receive benefit from the above 
Endowments. 

The Reports on these Schools, together with the Reports as to the manner in which the Local Boards have 
performed their duties, have been presented to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant. 

There are ten such Schools, one under each Local Board.

From the above Tablo it will bo seen that less than fifty per cent, of the pupils at these Intermediate 
Schools were considered to be sufficiently prepared, in Intel-mediate subjects, to stand the test of examination, 
while less than thirty per cent, of the average attendance actually stood that test. The smallness of the 
proportion of the students who entered for Examination may be partly accounted for by the circumstance that 
a number of students, at each of the Schools, wore either only beginning their Intermediate Education, or 
were preparing for certain public examinations, and not following the Intermediate Course regularly. But 
I cannot help noticing another cause, namely, t'no circumstance that, at several of the Schools, there were pupils 
under instruction who were considerably beyond the upper limit of the Intermediate age. Making due 
allowance for the numliers of these pupils — numbers, however, which I did not ascertain, as I did not consider 
it needful to do so, and excluding the pupils already referred to as preparing for public examinations, it would 
seem that on the whole, n fair proportion of the students competed at the Intermediate Examinations. 

I have been aide to certify and report that eight of the Schools have fulfilled all the conditions of the Scheme 
to entitle them to be reckoned as “qualified” during the School year ended Augiist 1, 1895. 

The two remaining Schools have not qualified : each, however, has only failed in fulfilling one condition. 

Cavan Royal School has only passed six pupils in the necessary subjects. The School, however, is, as yet, 
but a small one, financial and other difficulties have impeded the Local Board and the Head Master in the 
efficient conduct of the School, and, in addition, two of the most promising pupils were prevented, by unforeseen 
circumstances, from competing at the Intermediate Examinations. I consider, therefore, that the failure is 
altogether due to temporary or accidental causes. 

St Patrick’s College, Armagh, had but sixteen pupils within the prescribed ages among the students who 
were in receipt of regular Intermediate instruction, as prescribed by the Scheme. I have reason to believe, 
however, that this condition of things was due to temporary causes, and that, for the current year, a sufficient 
number of Intermediate pupils, within the prescribed ages, will be in attendance. 

I have to call attention to the following matters : — 

1. In none of the Schools is there anything like adequate provision for the experimental teaching of Natural 
Philosophy and Chemistry. I think that, wherever it is at all possible, some of the moneys coming from the 
Endowments should be employed in remedying this defect, even in a small way. 

2. Nearly all the Schools would materially benefit by greater attention and more time being given to the 
teaching of Mathematical subjects and Drawing. For the latter subject, a special Master should, in all cases, 
be employed. 
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3. Free Places. These do not appear to be fully appreciated I think that, in general, too high a standard 
of answering seems to be expected by the Exam iners. The newspaper advertisements do not seem sufficiently to 
attract the attention of School Managers, or Candidates. I tliink a printed slip might bo sent, with advantage, 
by each Local Board, to the Manager of every public Elementary School in its District, whose pupils would be 
likely to compete.

Report of the Armagh Protestant Board of Education for the period commencing July 1st, 
1894, and ending August 1st, 1895. 

The Armagh Protestant Board of Education beg to submit the following ns their Report for the period 
commencing July 1st, 1894 (when their last Report closed), and ending August 1st, 1895, being a period of 
one year and one month. 

The members of the Board during the above period have been —

The numbers prefixed to the names of the members show the numbers of their attendances at meetings of 
the Board. 

Meetings were held on July 10th, November 27th, January 16th, March 12th, May 25th, and July 6th. 

We record with great regret the recent death of the Rev. Silas Wilson, who had been our colleague since 
the first formation of the Board, and who always took an interest in its proceedings. 

The Board have taken steps to have this vacancy filled up. 

Some time during 1894 Mr. Paul ceased to be a member of our Board, and subsequently Mr. J. E. Peel was 
elected in his place by the Methodist Conference. 

All the elected members who held office on December 1st, 1894, were in that month re-elected. 

On January 16th, 1895, the Lord Primate was re-elected our Chairman. The Rev. John Elliott was 
re-elected Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Stronge, Hon. Secretary. Messrs. St. George, M'Crum, and Stronge were 
re-elected our representatives on the Joint Estates Committee. 

Mr. Stronge was elected our representative on the Board of the Commissioners of Education in the place of 
the Lord Primate who, owing to the number of bis engagements, desired to be relieved of that duty. 

At our meeting on November 27th we offered a House Scholarship of £10 for one year for the competition 
of Boarders entering the Royal School in January, 1895. 

At our meeting on January 16th, 1895, a letter was read from the Secretary to the Commissioners of 
Education, stating that the Commissioners had come to the conclusion that “ they had no power to sell the 
Royal School premises to the Board ns proposed.” 

At the same date arrangements were made for advertising the examination for the Free Places which are 
offered under the provisions of the Scheme. 

The Armagh Royal School has been efficiently maintained during the period. 

The following is the Teaching Staff : — Thomas Gordon (Head Master), m.a., t.o d. ; J. E. Lownds, *t.a., 
Scholar of Cavendish College, Cambridge ; G. T. Baker, Scholar and Moderator, t.c.d. ; W. Anderson, B.A., 
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List of Twenty Boys -who (with others) have received Instruction, in the prescribed Subjects, and have made 
over 100 Attendances during the last Twelve Months, with the dates of their Births.

II. Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Annual Report of Armagh Roman Catholic Local Board of Education for the year 
December, 1894, to 31st August, 1895. 

Four meetings of the Board were held, in St. Patrick's College, Armagh, between 1st December, 1894, and 
31st August, 1895. 

gJjThe following tabulated form gives the names of the present members of the Board with the attendances 
of each member at meetings during the year : — 



On 9th January, 1S95, His Eminence the Cardinal Primate, William Gallagher, Esq., and Canon 
M'Neece, p.p., Maglierafelb, were unanimously re-elected as Chairman, Vice-Chairman, and Honorary 
Secretary, respectively, for the year 1895. 

The Hibernian Bank, Armagh, continues to fill the position of Treasurer to the Board. 

Very Rev. Canon Coyne, William Gallagher, Esq., Armagh, and Edward Magennis, Esq., m.d., j.p., Lurgan, 
are the Catholic members of the Estates' Committee. 

St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, is the only School adopted by the Board. 

The School Committee, appointed in accordance with section 47 of the Scheme, consists of TTia Eminence 
the Cardinal Primate, Very Rev. Michael Carrigy, c.m., President St. Patrick’s College, Rev. Thomas 
Lawless, c.m., and Rev. T. Gavin, o.il, Professors in St. Patrick's College. 

Examinations for Free Places as provided for in section 59 of the Scheme, and in accordance with the 
programme suggested, were held on 20th December, 1894, and 27th August, 1895. 
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At the examination in December, 1894, three competitors presented themselves, only one of -whom was found 
eligible. At the examination held 27th August, 1895, two candidates qualified for Free Places. The names 
of the successful candidates at present enjoying the benefits of Free Places are— James Donnelly. Francis 
Hughes, Peter Murphy. 

Very Rev. Michael Carrigy, C.M., Rev. Thomas Lawless, Rev. Thomas Gavin and Nicholas Hessiop, Esq., 
constitute the teaching staff. 

The subjects of instruction given in the School are : Latin, Greek, English, French, Ancient and Modern 
History, Geography, Arithmetic, Algebra, Geometry, Natural Philosophy, Book-keeping and Music. 

The subjects of instruction for each class are determined by the Programme of the Intel-mediate Board for 
each year. 

In the year ended 31st J uly, 1895, there were 34 pupils in the School, of whom 6 were Senior Grade pupilsi 
5 Middle Grade, 17 Junior Grade, and 6 Elementary. 

The following are the names and dates of birth of 20 pupils and upwards each of whom made more than 100 
days attendance in the year ended 31st July, 1895.

To each name is attached the official examination number: — Thomas Callan, 5,478, and Luka 
Donnellan, 5,560 — Senior Grade; Patrick Carraher, 10,417, and Patrick Finegan, 10,442 — Middle Grade, 
over age ; William Butteriy, 2,776, John H. Conway, 2,964, and Owen M'Evoy, 4,221 — Junior Grade. 

At present tlie pupils number 36, of whom 30 are Boarders and G Day pupils. In the Senior Grade there 
are 4 pupils, in the Middle Grade 16, in the Junior Grade 10, in Preparatory Class 6. 

On the 1st of January, 1895, a siun of .£622 3s. stood on deposit in the Hibernian Bank, Armagh, to the 
credit of this Board. During tlie year- an additional sum of £200 has been received from the Commissioners 
of Education, and a sum of £130 has boon expended in payment of Teaching Staff and defraying expenses 
of examiuatious for Free Places, leaving £692 or thereabouts to the credit of the Board on 1st August, 1895. 

All the accounts of the Board up to 31st December, 1894, have been submitted to the Local Government 
Board, and duly audited by J. F. Mayne, Esq., Local Government Board Auditor. A correct copy of the 
last audited account accompanies this report.

Report of the Meetings of the Cayan Protestant Local Board of Education, from July, 1894, 
to August 1st, 1895. 


July 4th, 1894. 

The following members attended .—The Lord Bishop of Kilmore, in the chair j Messrs. Sami. Sanderson, 
R. Walker, B. Allen, Bevs. W. M'Dowell, W.H. Hutchinson, and W. C. M'Causland, Hon. Sec. 

Mr. Hampton, by the desire of the Board, was also present. 

The financial position of the Board was fully discussed, and the following resolution was unanimously, 
although very reluctantly, adopted “ That our present arrangements with Mr. Hampton must cease on the 
1st of January, 1895, owing to our inability to carry them out, from the large reductions made to those 
tenants who have applied to the Land Court to have their rents fixed, and other reasons, such as, our largo 
overdraft from the Bank of over .£300, that we desire, as far as our means will allow, to meet Mr. Hampton 
in any future arrangements as liberally as circumstances will permit us, as he has our entire confidence and 
apnroval in the manner, in which he has discharged his duties since his appointment. 

November 6th, 1894, 

Quarterly Meeting held at the Royal School. 

The following members attended : — The Lord Bishop in the chair ; Messrs. Richd. Allen, Jas. Hartley, 
Revs. J. Gass, W. H. Hutchinson, W. M‘Dowell, W. 0. M'Causland, Hon. Sec. Mr. Hampton present 
by request. 

The financial position of the 'Board was very carefully discussed. It was dear to every Member of the 
Board that our expenditure largely exceeded our income — that a sum of £284 7s. IOcZ. was due to the 
Ulster Bn.nlr by overdraft, and therefore retrenchment was inevitable. Mr. Sanderson, wrote regretting his 
inability to attend, owing to absence from home, and suggesting that a Special Meeting should he called on the 
28th inst. to consider the whole matter, and take whatever steps were necessary. This was unanimously 
agreed to. 


November 28th, 1894. 

A Special Meeting, in accordance with the resolution passed on the 6th inst., was held in Protestant 
Hall. 

The following members were present : — James Hartley, Esq., Vice-Chairman, in the chair; Messrs.

The Board desire to express to Mr. Hampton their very great regret at being obliged to pass such a 
resolution, but owing to the state of their funds they had no other alternative ; they would gladly have 
iucreased instead of being obliged to decrease the income of Mr. Hampton, who has given such entire 
satisfaction since his appointment.

The Presbyterian Members of the Board — namely, 
Rev. J. Gass, Rev. W. M'Dowell, and Robert Walker, Esq., were re-elected for 1895, the Secretary having 
received a letter from the Rev. W. Todd Martin to that effect ; Mr. Hartley re-elected. Dr. Tr aill , f.t.o.d., 
was re-elected our Commissioner for 1895. Mr. Hampton brought before the Board some necessary repairs 
to the School premises, occasioned by the recent storm.

Proposed by Richard Allen, Esq.; seconded by Rev. W. C. M'Causland That the Lord Bishop be 
reflected Chairman, and James Hartley, Esq., Vice-Chairman, for the year 1895.” 

The Lord Bishop proposed, and Richard Allen, Esq., seconded: — “That Rev. W. C. M'Causland be 
re-elected Honorary Secretary.” 

Both proposals passed unanimously. 
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Examinations for Free Places . — Two competitive examinations were held, one in December, 1894, and 
one in June, 1895. The due notice was given, and the programme sent to all the Managers of Catholic 
Schools in the district. The programme was substantially that of 6th class National Schools. At each 
examination there was but one candidate. 

The Rev. James Judge, who was examiner on both occasions, reports that in neither case was the know- 
ledge displayed equal to the standard of Gth class. Both candidates were accepted. Besides these, there were 
six°Free Pupils educated at the College each year and four partially free. 

St. Patrick's College . — The number of students is higher this year than any year since adoption of scheme. 
The average for school year 1894-5 was 56, while since September of this year the average amounts to 70. 
Thirteen students passed at the late Intermediate Examination ; of these six were over age. 

Commissioner . — The Most llev. Dr. Walsh, Archbishop of Dublin, elected at a meeting held 11th December, 
1894.

Report of the Donegal Protestant Board of Education for the year ending 1st August, 1895. 

Constitution of the Board . — The following arc the elected members of the Board : — Rev. Robert M ‘Morris, 
d.d. ; Wm. H. Boyd, Esq., d.l. ; Rev. John Molloy, b.a. ; Rev. A. G. Lecky, a. a. ; Rev. Canon Thompson, 
m.a. ; Robert Carson Wilson, Esq. ; Rev. Samuel Meek, b.a. ; Mr. Thomas Hamilton. 

The following were co-opted members for the year 1S94. — Rev. James Craig Wallace, b.a. ; Thomas 
Butler Stoney, Esq., j.p. ; John S. Weir, Esq., j.p. ; William M‘Clintock, Esq. ; Rev. Canou Bennett, si. a. 

Meetings of the Board. — The Board held four meetings during the year: — On August 2nd, November 1st, 
February 7th, and May 2nd. A tabulated statement of the attendance of members is appended hereto. 

At the meeting held November 1st, John Walker Craig, Esq., Q.C., was unanimously re-elected the Repre- 
sentative Commissioner of the Board. At the meeting held February 2nd, duly called for the purpose of 
co-opting additional members for 1S95, seven elected members being present, the following were co-opted, 
v * z - : — Rev. J. 0.

At tho same meeting Rev. R. M ‘Morris, d.d., was elected Chairman ; William H. Boyd, Esq., D.L., 
Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Thomas Hamilton, Hon. Secretary, for tho year. Messrs. T. Butler Stoney, J.P., 
Robert C. Wilson, and Thomas amilton were appointed to act on behalf of the Board on the Estates 
Committee. These members were also appointed as a House Committee in charge of repairs of Royal 
School promises. 

The Board has continued to improve the Royal School premises, to meet the increasing requirements of the 
School. Mr. William Barker, Architect, was recently employed by the Board to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions tor the sanitary and water arrangements of the School. These_plans are now being carried out, so far 
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as the funds at the disposal of the Board permit. The Board approved of the action of the Estates Committee 
regarding the concession of sporting and mineral rights of Townawilly Mountain to the tenants purchasing 
their holdings. 

Raphoc Royal School. — The Board is pleased to report that the Royal School promises to attain a high 
degree of efficiency ; 58 pupils are now on the roll, 6 boarders, and 52 day pupils, 4 of whom are under 12 
years of age, and there are 4 Free Pupils.

Medallist. t.c.d., and W. N. Huston, Esq., R.u. 1 ., Assistant Masters ; Miss D. A. Bain, r.u.i.. Principal of 
Girls’ School ; Miss M. J. Graham, R.U.I., Pupil Teacher. 

The subjects of instruction given in the School are Greek, Latin, French, German, English (in all ita 
branches), Mathematics (in all the usual branches;, Natural Philosophy, Drawing, Music, die.

Income and Expenditure . — The income of the Board has been expended on the salary of the Head Master 
and the maintenance of the Royal School buildings. The statement of account for the year ended 31st 
December, 1894, as audited by Mr. Robert Harper, Northern Bank, Raplioe, is sent herewith. 

Free Places. — The examination for Free Places was fixed for 29th August, 1894, and was duly advertised 
in three Derry newspapers. Rev. William Scott and Rev. John Molloy were appointed examiners — Rev. 
Mr. Molloy was unable to attend on the day of examination. Rev. William Scott reported to the Board that 
he had examined three candidates on the following subjects — Arithmetic, Grammar, and Geography, and also 
on the optional subjects, Algebra and Euclid ; that Minnie Porterfield had passed with full marks ; that the 
two boys, Thomas Oromie and Robert Cole passed satisfactorily with about equal merit. He recommended 
that as only one Free Pupil had been admitted in 1898, all these be admitted to the School as Free Pupils 
for the next two years.

VI. Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

Annual Report for year ended 1st August, 1895. 

My Lords and Gentlemen, 

I have the honour of submitting to you the Fourth Annual Report of proceedings of the Donegal 
Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The members of the Local Board, as now constituted, are the Most Rev. Patrick O’Donnell, d.d., Chairman; 
Joseph M'Loone, Esq., Vice-Chairman; Right Rev. Monsignor M'Fadden, v.g., Treasurer; Very Rev. 
Charles M'Qlynn, v.g., Hon. Sec. ; Very Rev. Joseph Boyle, p.p. ; Rev. Patrick J. Brennan, c.c.; Manus 
M'Fadden, Esq., j.p. ; Patrick M'Menamin, Esq., j.p. ; and Hugh M'Devitt, Esq. 

The School Committee consists of the Most Rev. P. O’Donnell, d.d., Monsignor M'Fadden, Mr M'Menamin, 
and Mr. M'Fadden. 

The Catholic members of the Estates Committee are Monsignor M'Fadden, Mr. M'Menamin, and Mr. 
M'Fadden. 
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Pour meetings were held during the year, at three of which the Chairman presided ; at the fourth Monsignor 
M'Fadden was elected Chairman. Another meeting hud been summoned for October. 1894, but as there 
was not a quorum present the meeting was not held. A correspondence took place between the Ass istant 
Secretary of the Local Government Board and the Secretary of this Board, regarding the audit of accounts. 
The Local Go vein men t Board were requested to permit the accounts of the Local Board to be audited by Mr. 
P. M. Stewart, manager of the Hibernian Bank, Letterkenny. The Local Government Board wrote on the 
26th November, 1894, saying that they did not offer any objection to the proposal to appoint Mr. Stewart, 
manager, Hibernian Bank, Letterkenny, to audit the accounts of the Endowment in question. 

At the meeting held on the 27th December the Very Rev. E. Maguire, d.d., was re-elected Commissioner 
to represent our Board during the year 1895. 

With reference to the Competitive Examinations to be held in autumn, for the purpose of awarding Free 
Places in accordance with the Scheme, and the date, place, programme, ifcc., this Board instructed the Rev. P.

The Portora “ Old Castle ” situated on the School property was severely damaged by the storms of last 
winter, and parts of it are reported by the Board’s Architect to be in an unsafe condition, but the Board 
finds it has no power to expend its funds on the restoration of the ruin. The Board hopes that friends of the 
School may subscribe the necessary amount to restore and preserve this picturesque feature in the landscape. 

Free Places. Arrangements were made for holding the examination last December, but unfortunately no 

candidates presented themselves. The Board believes that when the advantages offered are more generally 
known suitable candidates will be forthcoming.

Disbursements were made; and it was resolved to advertise that in accordance with section 69 of the Scheme 
a Competitive Examination for die year 1895, be held for two Free Places in St. Macarten’s Seminary, 
Monaghan, the date fixed for the Examination being 28th June.] 
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On the 7th N OTOmbor, 1804, a second meeting of tbe Board ivaa held in St. Macarten's Senutmi-c, Monaghan, 
the membeia present being Archdeacon Smollen, p.p. ; Very Rev. Canon O’Neil], p.p. ; Rev. P." Smith, p.p. ; 
Messrs. Rafferty, Wray, ancl Ruslie. Archdeacon Smollen resigned his position as Chairman of the Board, and 
the .Most Rev. Dr. Owens was unanimously elected to fill the vacant position. The Rev. P. Smith resigned 
the office of Vice-Chairman, and on tho motion of Canon O’Neill, seconded by Rev. P. Smith, Archdeacon 
Smollen was appointed Vice-Chairman. The appointment of an additional Professor was sanctioned.

At tbe fourth and last meeting of the Board, held in St. Macarten's Seminary, Monaghan, on 7tk June. i895, 
the members present being Most Rev. Dr. Owens, Archdeacon Smollen, Rev. P. Smith, p.p., Messrs. Cassidy 
and Rushe, letteis from tho Secretary to the Commissioners of Education relating to the Tree Places were 
read and discussed, and the Secretary of the Board was requested to reply to them. 

The School is managed through a School Committee, the members of which are : Most Rev. Dr. Owens, Rev. 
Edward Mulhern, Head Master; Rev. Thomas O’Doherby, Assistant Master; Messrs. John F. Wray and 
D. G. Rushe. 

Two Free Places, value £10 each, tenable for two years, were offered for competition. Four candidates 
competed ; only one Free Place, however, was awarded — the answering of three of the candidates not being up 
to the required standard.

IX. Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. 

Mi Lords and Gentlemen, 

The Tyrone Trotestaut Board of Education have the honour to submit the Report of their proceedings 
for the year ending July 31st, 1895. 

During the year, eight meetings of the Board have been held, viz.: — 19th July, 14th November, 12th 
December, 1894 ; 30th January, 18th May, 20th June, 23rd and 31st July, 1895; with two meetings of 
the School Committee, viz., 13th July and 21st December, 1894 ; also two meetings of the Estates 
Committee. 

The membership of the Board remains the same as last year, with the addition of two members who were 
co-opted at the meeting of the Board on June 20th, 1895, and is now constituted as under, viz. : — James 
Brown, Esq., Chairman ; James A Dickinson, Esq., Vice-Chairman ; Rev. Lewis Richards, d.d. ; Rev. H. B. 
Wilson, d.d. ; Major Burleigh Stuart ; James Dickson, Esq. ; William Wilson, Esq. ; T. H. Aik in, Esq. ; 
W. J. Venables, Esq. Co-opted members, Colonel Ynyr Burges, d.l. ; Richard Love, Honorary 
Secretary. 

We regret to report that latterly the Board has been deprived of the valuable services of their representative 
Commissioner, the Rev. Professor James B. Dougherty, m.a. He, having been appointed Assistant Under 
Secretary, Dublin Castle, tendered bis resignation on the 15th of June ; and on the 20th of June, the Rev. 
H. B. Wilson, d.d., was unanimously elected our Commissioner. 

The School is managed by the Board, assisted by the School Committee, which is annually appointed by 
the Hoard, and fulfils the necessary conditions contained in the first schedule of the Scheme. We are gratified 
in reporting that it continues to do excellent work, a number of its pupils having taken distinguished places 
at the University and Intermediate Examinations, and it is steadily rising in public estimation. 

In reply to your inquiry — In what manner the fulfilment by the Royal School here of the conditions pre- 
scribed in Schedule I. of Scheme can best be ascertained 1 — we placed before you our views regarding the 
“ inspection " of the School, pointing out what we considered to he the advantages of the plan proposed, as a 
test of the teaching in, and character of, the School, and as a means of placing public confidence in it. This 
is a matter in which this Board takes a deep interest. 

At the urgent request of our Estates Committee, we asked your attention to the collection of the rental on 
the Tyrone Estate, with a view to more efficient management which we thought desirable. 

On the 29th June a Competitive Examination for “Free Places” was held, at which six candidates were 
presented. On the recommendation of the Examiner, two of these were elected. 

The premises have been well maintained, though they suffered a good deal during the severe storm in 
winter. We are now completing our outside sanitary scheme, part of which had been delayed. These 
works when finished will render, in the opinion of our engineer, the sanitation of the School premises almost 
perfect. 

The audited account for the year is enclosed, also a return of the attendance of the members at the various 
meetings of the Board.
